Columbus, O.. Jan. 8.—There are in­ 
dications here of serious trouble, at 
least of disorder, a t the state house to­ 
day. 
Since the caucussea of Saturday 
night both the H an n a men and the op­ 
position are claiminer enough votes for 
the organization of the house. No trou­ 
ble is feared in the senate cham ber, as 
It is believed th at Senator Burke, one 
of the Republicans, will rem ain aw ay 
and thus perm it the Dem ocrats to elect 
the oflicers in th a t body. 
A t the Re­ 
publican house caucus S aturday jiight 
there were ten absentees, and A lexan­ 
der Boxwell received only fifty-two 
votes for the nom ination, while It re­ 
quires fifty-five votes for election if all 
the m embers are nresent. 
U nder the 
law, after ten ballots are taken the 
candidate receiving the highest num ber 
of votes is declared elected, even if it 
is then not a m ajority over all. 


W iiere the 11«w 3I»y Come In. 
Secretary of S tate Charles Kinney, a 
strong H anna man, will preside in the 
house till th at body elects a speaker. 
In anticipation of his rulings there have 
been threats made. 
K inney is said to 
have selected a strong force of tem por­ 
ary sergeants-at-arm s, and to be ready 
for any emergency.

The steamer Alice Stafford left Man- 
istique last Tuesday and as she had not 
arrived at Frankfort after being out 
three days great fear was felt for her 
safety and the lives of her crew. She 
arrived in port after a rough voyage 
just as the old year was dying. 


Local interest is felt in this steamer 
from the fact that she was built in 1882 
at Benton Harbor for the Graham & 
Morton Transportation company as a 
freight carrier and was christened 
Lora. In 189D she was sold to W. F. 
Wheeler & Co., of West Bay City. The 
latter firm remained in possession of 
the steamer until early in 1895, having 
in the meantime utilized her in various 
Lake Huron and Saginaw bay routes, 
when General Superintendent Fred 
Underwood and associates secured her 
for the so-called “Soo line,” and for 
two seasons ran her between Gladstone 
and Manistee. 


During the first winter after the 
transfer to the Soo line the Lora was 
run between xMilwaukee and Chicago, 
under lease to the Hurson Transporta­ 
tion company, and for a long time cov­ 
ered the route daily, performing won­ 
derful service.

\ g8, I w ill show you also the pet of the 
household. This is M ary, the younger sis­ 
ter, w ith a book under her arm and her 
face having no appearance of anxiety or 
care. 
Company has come. 
C hrist stands 
outside the door, and of course there is a 
good deal of excitem ent inside the door. 
The disarranged fu rn itu re is hastily p u t 
aside, and the hnir is brushed back, and 
the dresses are adjusted as well as, in so 
short a tim e, Mary and M artha can attend 
to these m atters. They did not keep C hrist 
standing a t the door u n til they were new ­ 
ly appareled or u ntil they had elaborately 
arranged their tresses, then com ing o u t 
w ith their affected surprise as though they 
had not heard the tw o or three previous 
knockings, saying, “ Why, is th a t you?” 
No. 
They were ladies and w ere alw ays 
presentable, although they may not have 
alw ays had on th eir best, for none of us a l­ 
ways has on our best.

M artha is in the kitchen. 
It 
w ould have been better if they had divided 
the w ork, and then they could have d i­ 
vided the opportunity of listening to .lesus. 
B ut Mary monopolizes C hrist w hile M ar­ 
tha sw elters at the lire. It was a very im ­ 
portant thing th at they should have a good 
d inner th a t day. 
C hrist was hungry, and 
ho did not often havo a luxurious en ter­ 
tainm ent. 
A las me, if the duty had de­ 
volved upon Mary, w hat a repast th a t 
would have been! 
B u t som ething w ent 
w rong in the kitchen. 
Perhaps the Are 
w ould nut burn, or the bread would not 
bako, or M artha scaUled her hand, or 
som ething was liurnetl black th a t ought 
only to havo been m ade brown, and M ar­ 
tha lost her patience, and forgetting the 
proprieties of thooceasicjn, w ith besweated 
brow, and, perhaps, w ith pitcher in one 
hand and tongs in tho other, she rushes 
o ut of tho kitchen into the presence of 
C hrist, saying, “ I^oril, dost thou not earo 
th a t my sister hath left mo to serve alone?” 
C hrist .scolded not a word. 
If it were 
scolding, 1 should rath er havo his scolding 
than anybody else’s bU*ssing. 
There was 
nothing acerb. 
Ho know M artha had a l­ 
m ost worked herself to death to get him 
som ething to ent, and so he throw s a 
world of tenderness Into his Intonation as 
ho seems to say: “ My dear wom an, do 
not worry. 
I ^ t the d in n er go. 
S it down 
on th is ottom an beside Mary, your youn­ 
ger sistor. M artha, M artha, thou a rt care­ 
ful and troubled ai)out m any things, b u t 
ouo th in g is needful.” As M artha throw s 
open th a t kitchen door I look in and see a 
great m any household perplexities and 
anxieties. 


F irst there is tho trial of nonapprecia- 
tion. 
T h at is w hat mado M artha so mad 
w ith Mary. 
Thi5 younger sister had no 
estim ate of her older sister’s fatigues. 
As 
now, men both(!red w ith tho anxieties of 
tho storo and ollico and shop, or com ing 
from the Stock Exchange, they say when 
they get hom e: “ Oh, you ought to ije in 
our factory a little w hile! 
You ought to 
havo to m anage 8 or 10or 3 0 subordinates, 
and then you would know w hot trouble 
and anxiety are!” 
Oh, sir, tho wife and 
the m other has to conduct at the san)o 
tim e a university, a clothing establish­ 
m ent, a restaurant, a laundry, a library, 
while Khe is health oillcer, police and pres­ 
ident of her realm ! 
She m ust do a th o u ­ 
sand things, and do them well. In order 
to keep things going sm oothly, and so her 
brain and her nerves are taxed to tno ut- 
nmst. 1 know there are housekeepers who 
are so fortunate th a t they can sit in an 
arm chuir in the library or lie on the be­ 
lated pillow and throw off all tho care 
upon 
subordinates who, having lorge 
wages and great experience, can attend to 
all of the affairs of the household. 
Those 
are the exceptions. 
I am speaking now 
of the great m ass of housekeepers—tho 
women to whom life is a struggle, and 
who a t 30 years of age look as though 
they were 40, and a t 40 look as though 
they wore 50, and at 50 look as though 
they were Ü0. 
The fallen a t Chalons and 
A usterlitz and G ettysburg and W aterloo 
are a sm all num ber com pared w ith the 
slain In the great A rm ageddon of the 
kitchen. 
You go out to the cem etery and 
you w ill see th a t the tom bstones all read 
beautifully poetic, but if those tonibstonos 
would speak the tru th , thousands of thenj 
w ould say; “ Her© lies a wom an killed by 
too m uch m ending and sew ing and bak 
Ing and scrubbing and scouring. 
The 
weapon w ith w hich she w as slain was a 
broom or a sow ing m achine or a ladle. **

Then you have all the 
diet of the day and perhaps of several 
days, to plan, but w hat if the butcher has 
sent m eat anm astioable, or the grocer has 
sent articles of food adulterated, and w hat 
if iom e piece of silver be gone, or some 
favorite chalice be cracked, or the roof 
leak, or the plum bing fail, or any one of 
a thousand things occur—you m u st be 
ready. 
Spring w eather comes, and there 
m ust be a revolution in tho fam ily w ard­ 
robe, or autum n comes, and you m ust 
sh u t out the northern blast, but w hat if 
the m oth has preceded you to the chest;

restaurants ho w ill be severe in dem anning 
domestic economies. 
This is w hat kills 
tens of thousands of w’onien—attem pting 
to m ake i^5 do the w’ork of $7. 
A young 
wom an al)out to enter tho nuirried state 
said to her m other, “ How long does tho 
honeymoon last?” 
Tho njother answered, 
“ The lioneymoon lasts u n til you ask your 
husband for m oney.” 
How some m en do 
dole out money to their wives! 
“ How 
nuieh do you w ant?” “ A d o llar,” 
“ You 
are always w anting a dollar. 
C an’t you 
do w ith 50 cents?” 
If the husband has 
not the money, let him plainly say so. 
If 
he has it lot him m ake cheerful response, 
rcm em lierlng th a t his wife has as m uch 
rig h t to it as he has. 
How' tho bills come 
In ! 
Tho woman is the banker of the 
household. She la tho president, tho cash­ 
ier, the teller, tho discount clerk, and there 
Is a panic every few weeks. T his iJO years' 
w ar against high prices, th is perpetual 
study of oconomlcs, this lifelong attem pt 
to keep the outgoes less than the Income, 
exhausts innum erable housekeepers. 


Oh, njy sister, this Is a p art of the Di­ 
vine dl.scipline! 
If it were liest for you, 
all you would have to do would bo to open 
the front windows, and the ravens would 
fly in w ith food, and after you had baked 
60 tim es from the barrel in tho pantry tho 
barrel, like the one of Zarephath, would bo 
full, and the shoes of tho children w’ould 
last an long as the shoes of tho Israelites In 
the w ilderness—40 yetirs. Beside th a t this 
Is going to mako heaven the more attroct- 
ivo in tho contrast. 
They never hunger 
there, and eonseciuently there w ill be none 
of tho nuisances of catering for appetites, 
and In th«; land of tho w hite robe they 
never have to mend anything, and the air 
In th at hill country nnikes everybody well.

1,000 nm rried men only 18 are crim inals. 
W hat a suggestion of homo influences! 
Let tho m ost bo m ade of them . 
H ouse­ 
keepers by tho food they provitle, by the 
couches they spread, by the books they In­ 
troduce, 
by tho iniluoncos they bring 
around their home, are deciding tho phys­ 
ical, Intellectual, m oral, eternal destiny 
of tho race. 
You say your life is one of 
sacrifice. 
I know it. 
B ut, m y sisters, 
th at Is tho only life w orth living. 
T hat 
was Florence N iglttingale’s Ufo-, th at was 
Payson’s life; th a t was C hrist’s life. 
We 
adm ire It in others, but how very hard It 
is for us to exercise it ourselves! 
When 
In Brooklyn young Dr. H utchinson h av ­ 
ing spent a whole n ig h t In a diphtheritic 
room for the relief of a potlent became 
saturated w ith the poison and died, wo all 
felt as if wo w'ould like to put garlands on 
his gravo; everybody api)rcciates that.
